LoNnoN, Jan. 28. — Blue books have 
been issued containing all the official 
(lispalches relative to the Armenian 
troubles lietween July 24, 189-1, ami Oc- 
tober 10, 1895, and the reports of the 
consular delegates attached to the Sas* 
Boun commission. The report gives the 
liistor'y of the Armenian agitation lor 
several yeiuH and records the obstacles 
thrown in the way of the commission by 
the Turkish delegates. It also acquits 
tlie Arjno.nians of the charge brought 
against them of burning their own 
property to incite an outbreak among 
their people, adding that tlie facta 
elicited failed to prove that the Armeni- 
ans wore in revolt, but showed that 
Turkish agitators had iiistigatcil several 
.Vrmenian outrages on tin; Kurds. The 
latter retaliated and the Armenians lied 
to their villages. The conflicts between 
the Armenians and Kurds followed, and 
the government did nothing to arrive at 
a peaceful settlement or to protect the 
women and children. 

The delegates are compelled to be- 
lieve, the report says, that all the .ir- 
meniana who fell into the hands of the 
soldiers, the Kurds or the Zaptiehs. 
were either killed or woniided and that 
with the exception of the eleven villagers 
of Taloria not a single prisoner was 
taken. The report siiows that the 
number of killed has been grossly 
exaggerated, but it admits that owing to 
the alisence of registration it is impos.si- 
blo, even approximately, tolix the imni- 
ber of victims. There is a])i)endeil to the 
report a tabulated list of all the evidence 
tendered to the commission. The si.x 
villages mentioned show a total of 205 
victims. 

British delegate .Shipley, in a memor- 
andum attached to the joint report 
from the evidence gathered b}- Consul 
llamp.son during bis tour, estimates 
tlio total number of victims in the Sas- 
soun district, including deaths from 
starvation, at about UOO. One of the 
worst cases of cokl-blooded cruelty, 
Delegate Shipley says, was the mur- 
der of the i)risonei s in ciinip at Chello- 
guzcii, under i)roiniKe of a safe conduct. 
But the numbers of those so murdered 
was only -JO or 50, and not hundreds as 
luiHibeen stated. WhileMr. Shipley ad- 
mits that there was violation of women, 
the alleged wholesale butchery of 
women, he says, was not coniirmed. 
He points out that while an agitation 
subversive of Ottoman authority had 
existed amongst Armenians in 
Tu.rkey and abroad, and had 
exasperated the Turkish government, it 
must be admitted that the government 
had failed in its duty of aflbrding pro- 
tection to all ela.sse." of its subjects. He 
complains of the suppression of evidence 
before the coinniissioii by Turkish otti- 
cials as not calculated to advance the 
interests of the truth. 

Mr. Shipley further declared that the 
Armenians were bunted like wild beasts 
and if the slaughter was not greater it 
was solely owing to the vastness of the 
mountain ranges which facilitated the 
escajje of the Armenians. He was con- 
vinced that the Turks aimed at complete 
extermination of the Armenians in the 
Chelloguzian and Talori districts. The 
reports of the consular delegates show 
that the protests made by the delegates 
against the intimidation of the masses 
and the suborning of evidence by the 
government's agents, and their attempts 
to remedy the state of things 
were always fruitless, so the 
olticidation of the truth was very 
(lifiicult. Hegarding the maltreatment 
of women, only four female witnesses 
were lieanl, the I'ommission refusing to 
hear othor.s. For a similar reason the 
details of the Ch.elleguziiin massacre are 
still wra])ped in obscurity. 

Mr. Shipley's memorandum is a most 
interesting tlocument and couched in 
less severely official fornix than the dele- 
gates' report. Consul Ilamjison, v/ho 
made a tour of the villages, i)ut the 
number of victims at from twenty to 
sixty to a village. Mr. Shipley there- 
fore thinks it fair to estimate torty dead 
for each of the twenty-three vil- 
lages destroyed. He was unable 
to gatlu?r any evidence as to 
the truth of tht^ idle<;etl iniissacre at the 
Convent of Surpiner])a, but thinks that 
all such stories were enormously exag- 
gerated if not absolutely invented. The 
story of the torture of llie jjriest Ohan- 
nes at Chelleguezan seems to have some 
foundation, but the alleged slaying of 
the Armenian Shero l)y Col. Tewfik is 
extremely doubtful. 

Without desiring to appear partial to 
the Armenians, Mr. Shipley enipbasi/.es 
the fact that tliey were exposed to the 
rapacity of government officials and to 
the exactions of Kurds, who would have 
burned their houses and stolen their 
ciittle unless they had paid their de- 
mands. It is easy to understand that 
the Armenians could not pay taxes and 
satisfy the Ivurds, and as the govern- 
ment did nothing to keep the Kurds in 
order, one cannot be surprised that the 
Armenians were discontented. 

The editorials in the morniag papers 
upon the Armenian blue books mostly 
comment on the fact tliiit they only ))ic- 
ture overtures to a long tale of massacre 
and that the careful report of the del- 
egates has justified every denunciation 
yet published of the Sultan.

London, Jan. 28. — It was semi-official- 
ly aimounced this evening that there 
was no truth in the despatch published 
Ijy the Dtiily News from Vienna saying 
that Russia is preparing to move 
next spring for the purpose of partition- 
ing Turkey among the powers. 

The election to-day to fill the vacancy 
in parliament for South St. Pancras 
c iused by the death of Sir Julian Gold 
smid. Liberal Unionist, resulted as fol 
lows: Jossel, Con., 2,081; Harris, Lib., 
1,H75; Conservative majority, 1,250. In 
the late general election Sir Julian 
Ooldstnid had been returned by a ma- 
jority of 1,210. 

Sir Michael Hicks Beach, chancellor 
of the exchequer, speaking at Leeds to 
night said there was good reason to ex 
pect a friendly arrangement of the Ven- 
ezuelan allair, but he considered a per- 
manent arbitration tribunal practically 
impossible because matters arise which 
could not be so submitted. 

Sir AVm. Vernon Harcourt, the Lib- 
eral leader in the House of Commons, 
has issued a siiniraons to his followers to 
meet at the opening of parliament. 

The Times has received a vague tele- 
gram dated Jan. 27, signed "British 
Kesidents of Johannesburg," bitterly 
coinjilaining of the dictatorial and men- 
acing attituile of the Boer forces around 
the town. The dispatch also asserts 
that the Johannesburg women are sub- 
jected to maddening indignities. 

The Turkish government has taken 
.tCOO.OOO from the official pension fund 
to meet urgent state requirements. 
Mauser rifles are to be given to the 
troops. 

The exploration of the coal mine near 
Tylerstown, Wales, which was wrecked 
yesterday, has been completed, arid it 
is found that the total number of killed 
amounts to 50.

Sir Charles 
Tupper vigorously advocates the main-

Sir Charles, who spoke for two hours, 
devoti^d a largo portion of his speech to 
the mouldering bones of the old slanders 
alleged against him, that have been ex- 
humed after having lain a gener- 
ation in the grave.

CUBAN FILIBUSTER WRECKED. 

Loss of a Steamship Fitted Out in New 
Vork Harbor. 

Nicw York, Jan. 28. — Aino time since 
the beginning of hostilities has there 
been such excitement at the headquar- 
ters of Cuban revolutionists in this city 
as there was to-day, when it was 
learned that the steamship J. W. Haw- 
kins, had been wreclyjd off the eastern 
end of Long island on Sunday 
night and abandoned by the revolu 
tionists and her crew on Monday morn- 
ing. 

The news came as a thunderbolt 
among leading Cubans, for the evening 
papers in their late editions i)ublishcd a 
rcjjort to the effect that the steamer 
Hawkins had been fitted out at

city, with arms and ammunition. 
There were on board 120 men of the 
Cuban revolutionary party in addition 
to a crew of 10 men. The ship was 
commanded by Capt. Hall.

KETTLE RIVER. 
(Kriim iliu Ncwa-AdvortUer.) 

Perhaps no part of the province is at- 
tracting more attention than the Kettle 
River country, situated just north of the 
international boundary line. Cirand 
Prairie, containing about 50,000 acres, 
the Uome of many prosperous settlers, is 
without doubt one of the most beautiful 
valleys in the Northwest. In it is situ- 
ated the town of Cxrand Forks, at the 
junction of the North Fork with the 
main Kettle Kiver, the most iniportant 
place in the valle_\ . Tliere are a large 
number of good mineral claims trihu- 
tary to this place, and it has a bright 
future, it is not its agricultural or graz- 
ing resources that arc bringing this 
country to the front, but its inuneiise 
bodies of mineral. Most of the mines 
and claims, about 000 in number, are 
located around Boundary Creek and 
vicinity. The capping is similar to that 
of Trail Creek, in some cases identical. 
The rock carries gold, silver and copper; 
in some camps a large percentage of cop- 
per. A good deal of the ore is low grade, 
but sample shipments of ore have given 
satisfactory results, and many of the 
best properties have been sold or homlcd 
to outside cajdtalists. The i)rincii)al 
camps are the Greenwootl, Providence, 
Wellington, Copper, Deadwood, White's, 
Atwood's, Long Lake and Summit.

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Sir Charles Tapper Addresses the 
Montreal Merchants on Commer 
cial Kelatlons With Eusrland. 



The 



Interest In the Colonies Jm- 
meusply Increasiue: in the 
Mother Country. 



The 'Montreal Gazette of the '-'1st in- 
stant publiahes an extentled report of tlui 
large and representative meeting of the 
niercbantB of Montreal held the previous 
day in the exchange hall of the Board of 
Trade, at which Sir Charles Tuppor de- 
livered a vigorous and telling address on 
" Preferential Trade Relations Between 
(.ireat I'.ritain and Her Colonies." The 
meoting is described as being exception- 
ally laree, the size and (puility of the 
audience being tributes at once to the 
eminence of the speaker and the im])ort- 
auee of his subject. 

Mr. James Cantlie, the president of 
the board, brielly introduced .SirOhurles 
Tapper, observing that no more fitting 
place could be found than the Board of 
Trade of the (.'ommercinl nietrojjolis of 
Canada, the head of ocean navigation, 
and the largest sliipping port of the Do- 
minion. They all recognized the value 
of the work done by Sir Charles Tupper 
in forwarding the commercial interests 
<ri Canada, not only in Great Britain, 
but in other parts of the world, and, ho 
was sure, that those present, who were 
engaged in commercial ])ursuits, wnnld 
find the address most instructive and 
valuable (.;\p[)lause.) 

Aftc'r some preliminary remarks, Sir 
Cliark's Tuj-.jK'r said : " 1 am glad to 
know that we liave still scjme cpiestioiis, 
and very imj)ortant questions, loo, that 
are outside of the domain of [Kirty poli- 
ti<;s. I am very glad to know that this 
is one of them. , 1 took up the great or- 
gan of the Liberal party of this country 
— the Globe newspaper, of Toronto — and 
I found it there stated that Sir Charles 
Tupper proposed to deliver an address 
on preferential trade, in the city of 
Montreal. I was glad to find the state- 
ment that, on that question, every per- 
son in this country, of all parties, would 
hold up both hands in favor of prefer- 
ential trade. (Applause.) That state- 
ment warrants me in believing that 
this question is outside the donuiin of 
party politics, and is one of the great 
(piestiona on which gentlemen of all 
parties, interested in the progress and 
prosperity of Canada, may" unite heart 
and hand." 

THE 'ri.MK F.wort.viti.K. 

!Sir C'iiarles Tupper then went on to 
point out why he thought tiie hope 
miglit be entertained that, at no very 
distant date, we shotdd see this great 
jirincijile of |)refereiitial trade recognized 
throughout the British I'mipire. (Ap- 
plause, i The lirst ijuestion that was to 
receive t.he attention of the forthcoming 
great congress of chambers of commerce 
of tlie Kmjiire was that of commercial 
relations between the mother country 
and her colonies and dependencies. 
(Loud applause.) He was quite sure 
that that meetine would agree with him 
in attaching great importance to Canada 
having as large and as able a represen- 
tion as possil)le. The present time was 
one singularly favorable for the con- 
sideration of the great question of 
preferential trade between the 
United Kingdom and her various 
colonies and dependencies. Just now 
I'higland was face to face with the fact 
that since 18',M), there had been a decline 
in r.ritish exportsof £47,700,000 sterling. 
Not only was that the case, but agricul- 
tural depression was felt m(jst serionsly 
throughout tlie Fnited Kingtlom. Since 
1870 something like 3,000,000 acres of 
land had been taken out nf wheat culti- 
vation and laid down to grass. This 
had produced a vast and steady proces- 
sion of agricidtural laborers to the great 
towns, there to become burdensome 
upon the country, by furnishing 
amount of labor for which there was 

.10 KMPI.OVMENT, 

and leaving hundreds and thousands of 
industrious and good men in the miser- 
able position of having no work, to do. 
Sir Charles quoted from a speech de- 
li vereil liyLord Salisbury, at Hastings, 
in ISitL', to the efl'ect that, in the great 
eiiinmereial light, that was going on be- 
tween nation.", Great Britain, by her ad- 
lierenee to free trade policy, had deliber- 
ately stripped herself of tlie armor and 
the weapons l)y which the battle had to 
be louL'ht. Sir Charles sai<l that he 
(■(juld give no lietter illustration of the 
truth i>i Lr)rd Salisbury's statement than 
by Iiointing out that Spain made a treat}' 
with the United .Status, under wliicli it 
was agreed that, if the latter would not 
impose duties upon three or four articles 
that would give Spain a preferential 
])08ition in the markets of the United 
States, not only for the products of 
Sjiain. but, what was still more im- 
portant, the Spanisli Antilles, the States 
should have nenefits in return. Great 
Britain t iieiriijion said: "Su:(dv, if you 
are goiuL' Ui give these advantages to the 
I'nited States for such an insignilicant 
and small consideration, you will give 
them to a <-')iiiUry like Enghuul, which 
allows everything you liave to send 
either from Spain or her c(^lonies, free 
into her markets." But Sjiain said not 
at all. This is a boon tliat we have only 
power to give ior a i/nid jiio r/i/o. We 
are only .authorized to imike concessions 
to countries for something they have 
given \is, and as you have given us all 
you have already, you have got nothing 
to give. Consequently (said Sir Charles) 
Ihiglaixl, treating Spain in this liberal 
spirit, found that, as Lord Salisbury 
said, she had stripped herself of the 
armor and the weapons by which the 
battle had to bo fought. He continued : 
Now, what, is the remedy fortius state 
of things? and, in reply, gave a quota- 
tion from a speech by iMr. Cioschen, at 
Shcflield, in lS8tl, in which ho drew at- 
tention tcj the interest the lOnglish 
working-classes had in the oxi)ansion of 
the colonies aiul the maintenaiu;e of 
British dominions beyond the seas. Sir 
Charles tlien referred to a paper ho read 
at the Royal Colonial Institute in Lon- 
don, in which he drew' attention to the 



(Applause,) In this paper ho pointed 
out that the self-governing colonies, and 
West Indies, take seven times as much 
of British exports per head as the popu- 
tion of the United States. Six of tlie 
colonies importing the largest quantity 
of British produce, the Cape,. Canada, 
New South y7ales, .V.icforiai New Zea- 
land and Queensland, ttip&.ieleven or 
1. 1 el ve times as much per,'''he"iid as the 
po])ulation of the United .States, ,Qef- 
mnny, France, Sj)ain, Brazil and Russia 
taken together. Sir Charles then quoted 
statistics in reference to British ex- 
ports to foreign countries and to the 
colonies and India since 1870, com- 
paring the one with the other, 
and sliowing the development in 
the tradu with the colonies and In- 
dia as compared with foreign countries. 
He contrasted the trade with the col- 
onies and India in order to emphasize 
the inuueuse interest that JOngland had 
in cultivating trade with her own pos- 
sessions in preference to foreign coun- 
tries, and said that " no better evidence 
couhl bo given to any country in the 
workl of the immense importance of 
doing all that it is jwasiblo in the power 
of the British linipire to do to develop 
her colonies and to increase their popu- 
lation and their means of trading with 
her, in preference to devoting their at- 
tention to foreign countries." The 
colonial trade of the United Kingdom 
since 1893, said Sir Charles, had shown 
a greater recovery, both relatively and 
absolutely, than the trade with foreign 
countries. The imports from the 
colonies for the year 1894 were 
.fL',14L',712 more than in the ])revious 
year; the increase in the imports 
from foreign countries iluring the 
same period was XL4i;>,92(), or 
more tlian .£1,000,000 less increase 
than la the imports from the 
colonies. The exports to the colonies in 
lSi)4 were £2,010 more than in 1893, 
whilst tlie exports to foreign countries 
were Co.MoOjOlO less, showing that the 
com bined trade with the eolunies was 
plus i:il,145,;]l'8, whilst with foreign 
countries there was a decline of X,941,- 
rJ9. "The trade returns," continued 
Sir Charles, " do not show the relaUve 
iniportanee of the figures in this re- 
gard, as justice has not been done to 
Canada, and every gentleman here will 
appreciate that in a moment when I tell 
you why. You sent a

u year of two ago. When tlie hay croj) 
was cut off and the i-attlo weri^ all but 
starving in the United Kingdom, that 
country was able to successfully tm-n to 
the great Bominion of Canada and ob- 
tain a large amount of the best hay that 
has ever been consumed in the United 
Kingdom. It seems to nie that the 
government of the country, and the com- 
mercial centres arc bound to adopt means, 
wlien the import trade is opened up to 
prevent its being depreciated, and injur- 
ed bv an inferior article being sent for- 
ward. (Hear, hear.) The other point 
w hich I wish to bring out, is that it has 
been demonstrated that when hay is re- 
quired, this is the country to which, 
above all others, the United Kingdom 
may look, and look with confidence, for 
the relief it needs. But wdiat happened 
in the case of the greatly increased ex- 
port of hay, to which I have relerred? 
Yon found very little hay in the trade 
returns. I investigated the subject, and 
I had a long correspondence with the 
Colonial othce and tlie BoartI of Trade 
of Great Britain. The same tliiiiL' aj)- 
plies to all tlio products of this Domin- 
ion that go tlii ough United .States ports. 
The trade returns credit the United 
States with those products, instead of 
crediting Canada. If it were not for 
this failure of the trade returns to show 
the country of origin you would lind 
this contrast that I have just given that 
is already so largely in favor of the col- 
onies, would be vastly increased, and we 
should stand very much higher, with re- 
ference to our export trade to the mother 
country, than we do at present. (A|)- 
iiliuise.) When I am told that this ques- 
tion of preferential trade is making no 
progress in I'higland, 1 think, 1 may 
venture to say, that those who make 
that statement do not know what they 
are talking about. My friend. Sir Don- 
ald .\. Smith, who is sitting on the plat- 
form with us to-day, and my friend, .Mr. 
I'errault, who sits before nic, will bear

AN UNHAPPY EFFORT. 

The Times, in discussing the Speech 
from the Throne, could not resist the 
temptation of introducing Dominion 
politics. Its efforts, however, to make ii 
point were not nioro suecussful tlian 
usual. In fact, we niij;lit even i^u to the 
length of flattering our contemporary hy 
stating that we have known occasions 
upon which it has done better. Com- 
menting on this paragraph: 

During the past year tlie yield of 
crops was much larger than usual ; hut 
I regret, however, that owing to the low 
prices of the produce cominj' into cuui- 
petition witli that of our farmers the 
season's oiiei-ation.s have not been as 
profitable as I would desire to see. 

It says: "This will be pleasant 
reading for the gentlemen who talk so 
much of the value of protection to 
British Columbia farmers." It does 

not rerjnire reasoning powers of a 
very lii^'li order to uonolude that if 
tlie fanners with protection are 
getting low prices for their jiroduce, 
owing to competition with foreign- 
era, they would be very much worse 
off without it. We all know that in 
British Colnmhia the jirineipal coinjieti- 
tion comes fri)iii the StatcH of Washing- 
ton, Oregon tind Ctilifoniia, -where farm 
Iiroduc.ts htive been so elietip that tliey 
barely save the farmers from starvation. 
Take away the protection we have and 
our farmers would he as badly oil' as 
their neighbors to the south. During 
the recent campaign Mr. Templen-<an 
and his supiiorters when among the 
farmers were very careful to steer clear 
of talkinu against protection, and in 
fai:t spoke like good disciples of the doc- 
trine. 

This blowing hot and cold on free 
Xrade and protection, sometimes advo- 
cating one and then the otlier as politi- 
cal exigencies would seem to ilictate, is 
one of the many weak point.s in the 
political armor of the i.il)orals. Tlu; 
<rliameleon may be said to ho steadfast 
in its eomple.Kion compared with these 
ueiillemen. 



BE LOGICAL. 



We are glad to see that the Victoria 
Times 1ms begun to be reasonable on the 
Manitoba school question. In .Monday's 
issue it says: 

The Manitoba government and legisla- 
ture have not in later days contended 
tliat the minority had no right to appeal 
to the iei'.cral aiitliorities for icdress of 1 
what tlii'v cDiisidered a grievance, or 
that the ledi^ral authority liatl no [jower i 
to liear the ;ipp(!:il ami net ui)on it. Xo- { 
body would thinlc of oll'ering any such 
contention in the face of the Privy Coun- 
cil's second judgment. 

This is sound and sensible. If, then, 
the denominational minority has a right 
to appeal under the constitution ; if the 
I''ederal (Government has the jiowcr to 
liear that apjieal and to act uiiuii it, and 
if tlie Parliament (jf the Dominion is tlie 
tribunal ajipointed by tlie constitution 
to decide upon the minority's appeal, 
where does the invasion of provincial 
rights come in, and how can Manitoba, 
with any approach to truth , be said to 
be coerced? 

Does not our neighbor see that tho 
Constitution of ^Iiinitol>a makes jirovi- 
sion for just such ajiiieiils as the minor- 
ity lias made, and points out exactly 
how the appellants are to proceed in or- 
der to obtain a redress of their griev- 
atice? In presenting their ajipeal they 
are acting strictly -within their rights, 
and they are not" encroaching uiwn the 
rights of the majority. The Times must 
see that in making the admissions it 
does it gives the case of "coercion" 
completely away. 

But, says our contemporary, "Tho 
dispute arises over the attempt of the 
Dominion Government to stretch the 



Privy Council's judgment into a man- 
date, when in point of fact it only grant- 
ed a permission." Here our contempor- 
ary, if it will permit us to say so, be- 
comes confused and mixes things up. 
The Privy Council's decision had not, 
necessarily, anytliing to do with the 
case. The Federal Governiiiont could 
have proceeded in the case and acted 
precisely as it has done without apply- 
ing to the Privy Council at till. It has, 
as the Times properly admits, full power 
to deal with the appeal. 

There are, or perhaps it would he more 
correct to say there were, two wavs of 
regarding the decision of tiie I'rivy 
Council. It was looked uiiou by some 
as a mandate; others regarded it 
merely as a legal opinion. 
This was Mr. McCarthy's view, 
and we are quite willing to assume, for 
the sake of argument, that in this iNIr. 
McCarthy was right. All, then, that the 
.Tudicial Committee of the Privy Council 
did was togivo tlie Dominion Government 
legal advice. They acted upon that ad- 
vice. They had power to do so, and 
they are responsible to Parliament and 
the people of Canada for what they have 
<lono. The decision of the Privy Coun- 
cil has now notliing whatever to do with 
the dispute. The Dominion Govern- 
ment has from tlie first acted on the 
autliority with which it is invested hy 
the Constitution. According to tiio ad- 
mission which the Times itself makes, 
the Dominion Government and the Do- 
minion Parliament liave ample jiower to 
deal with the appeal from first to last. 
When our contemporary thinks a little 
more over the subject it will see that the 
dispute is not about the interpretation 
of the Privy Council's judgment, but 
about the obligation of Manitoba to 
carry out in good faith the terms of con- 
federation. When it gets more light it 
will become convinced that there is no 
coercion in the matter, no invasion of 
provincial rights, nothing in fact for 
either Manitoba or the Times to howl 
about. 

A GOOD INTERVIEW. 

We have received a copy of The Oiti- 
/.en of the 28th December, a financial 
paper published in London. It contains 
a long interview with the Hon. F. G. 

Vernon, Agent-General for British Col- 
umbia. The subject of the interview 
was British Columbia and its Hesources, 
It is illustrated by a very good jiortrait 
of Mr. Vernon. The interview is just 
what anyone who knows Mr. Vernon 
would expect. It is a clear and compre- 
hensive account of the resources, the 
capabilities, the progress, the prosjieets 
and the jiresent condition of this jiro- 
viiice. 

He is moderate in all his statements, 
and is rather within the truth than be- 
yond it. With most of the facts con- 
tained in the interview most of our read- 
ers are familiar ; but there is one sub- 
ject on which the .Vgent-General was 
(luestioned which baa not been miich 
discussed ill British Columbiii. 

" Has the eonfoileration of the Kiii- 
pirc," asked the Citizen's special com- 
missioner, " ever taken hold of thos'; in 
Canada with whom you may have been 
brought in contact? " 

" It lias been discussed at times, and a 
branch of the Confederation League was 
at one time started in British Columbia ; 
but, though a good deal of interest was 
exhibited, no practical results followed. 
We are <iuite sensible of the 
tremendous difliculties that surrotind 
its accomplishment, and would enthusi- 
astically welcome a practical solu- 
tion. At least I am sure that is the 
way British Columbians would feel, 
though I can't s^ I have an^ authoritv 
for saying so. My own idea is that such 
a confederation can only be accomplish- 
ed gradually. It seems to me that Can- 
ada is in advance of other colonies, i.e., 
politically, for, with the exci^ptioii of 
Xewfoundland, the i)rovinees have 
merged themselves into a common eon- 
federation, at the same time not jnirt- 
ing with their iinlividiiality or their 
absolute control of matters wliich tiU'ecl 
tlieir immediati' [)rovinci;d interests ami 
self-go\-i'rnment . It is also thcMieai'cst 
colony to ICngland. I'liere are other 
matters, too, which I think are worthy 
of consideration, though jierhaiis I am 
presumptuous in saying so. ^^'lly could 
not some arrangements be mtide under 
wliich Canadian sailors should he allow- 
ed to serve in the British navy'.' To 
have an Imperial confederation we must 
luive it 8up|)orted and jirotected by Im- 
perial forces. A very small step iiiis 
been taken in this direction in the way 
of allowing a certain iminber of cadets 
who htive ptti-seil the reiiiiircd ex- 
amination from the Milititry Col- 
lege at Kingston, Ctinada, to olitain 
C()iiimissi(ms in the lOnglisli fiervic(\ 
.Anil in this connection, iis well as in 
others, we ctuinot but all hail with de- 
light and feelings of pleasuie and jirido 
the broad views, the statesmanlike 
efforts that are being made by the liight 
Hon. Joseph Chamberlain in tho inter- 
ests of our Colonial Empire since liis 
advent to the onerous and responsible 
jiosition he now occupies as Secretary of 
State for the Colonies. Already he has 
shown his anxiety to bring the colonics 
more in touch with the mother country, 
and the colonies 1 know are deeply 
grateful. Still much remains to lie 
done, !uui, though many suggestions 
seem easy of accomplislinicnt, tbey 
bristle with dilii(niltie.i when they are 
atteniiited to bo carried out. It would, 
however, lie pleasant to see a training- 
sliipatl lalifax andanother at I''squimalt, 
from which young Canadians could be 
drafted into the fmpcrial navy. You 
may he sure tiiey would give a very good 
account of themselves. With ti con- 
federated British North Airierica, ipiick 
through transportation from England to 
the Orient under the British flag, an 
Atlantic and Pacific cable under British 
control, and a direct representation of 
Canadians in the Imperial military and 
naval services, possibly some practical 
scheme of Imperial confedenition and 
fiscal union between Canatla and (ireat 
Britain might he evolved. Later on, as 
experience was gained, and other coun- 
tries became ripe for confederatingi they 



would doubtlesB go in for mutual protcc 
tioh and advaiicement. However, I am 
afraid I have ' wandered "away from the 
subject that brought you to my office to- 
day." 

aHEATLY MISrAKEN. 

Rev. Father Caraher lately addressed 
a Sa n Francisco audience on " Calumnies 
Agiiinst Catholics." A full report of 
his Biieccli is to he found in tho San 
Francisco Examiner of tho 22nd inst. 
Leaving religion and religionists for a 
while ho became patriotic, after the 
manner of a certain and not a very high 
class of American patriots. Canada and 
Canadians were the objects of his denun- 
ciations. " Canada," said the reverend 
gentleman, "is our most dangerous 
enemy to-duy. And I say with millions 
of loyal -Viiiericiui citizens that the 
aoonei we anne.K her to this country the 
better. In her jiresent relation as she 
now stands, Canada will be almost a 
hatcher of conspiracy against our demo- 
cratic form of government. She will be 
England's strongest fortress in time of 
war, and she will always bo a coaling 
station for Orangemen who come over 
from Ireland to strike a blow at this free 
and glorious republic." 

What connection there is between 
calumnies against Catholics and the an- 
nexation of Canada to the LTnited States 
is rather difficult for newspaper readers 
of ordinary discernment to see; audit 
will be news to a great many to hear 
that when Orangemen come over from 
Ireland to strike a blow at the free an<l 
glorious rejiublic they will need coaling 
stations in Canada — to get up steam, or 
to keep it up, it is to be presumed. 

" Tliere is no country in the world to- 
day," the reverend jiatriot goes on to 
say, " where the starry Ijanner is more 
dishonored and insulted than it is in 
Canada. And no people in tlio world 
to-day hate loyal American citizens 
more than a certain section of Cana- 
dians. That fair flag which is tho em- 
blem of universal liberty was foully in- 
sulted upon the streets of Victoria, Van- 
couver Island, by ruflianly Orangemen 
and .\. P. -V.'s or P. P. -\.'s who are the 
same thing." 

Father Caraher, it is evident, never 
lived in Canada or never paid Canada a 
visit of any length, for if he had 
he would have known that Canadians do 
not hate American eiti/cns, and are not 
in the Inibit of insulting the American 
flag. If tlie American flag was foully 
dishonored and foully insulted in Vic- 
toria the bad and stupid act must have 
been done secretly. We do not remem- 
ber of having heaid of such a thing he- 
iiiL' done in this city. It is true that 
iiuligiiity has been ofl'ored the American 
(lag 111 one or two Canadian cities, as tlie 
Britii-jli Hag has Ix'eii insulted in United 
States cities, but intiuiry has 
almost invariably jnoved tliat the 
ofienders were low fellows wholly or par- 
tially drunk, and in every ca8e.the act 
was condemned and denounced by the 
great niajoiity of their fellow citizens. 
There are fools and fanatics in every 
country, but every reasonable man 
knows that the community in whicii 
they are nuisances is not to be held re- 
siionsrble for their foolish or their 
wicked acts. 

What Father Caraher said of the way 
in wlii(!li the people of Canada regard 
tlie citizens of the I'nited States in not 
true, fliit even if it were tinea minister 
of religion should not niakt^ it liis busi- 
ness to aggravate any bad feeling that 
may exist between neighbors. It was 
the peacemakers that his Master de- 
clare blessed, not the sowers of strife 
or the breeders of dissension.

Mr. Llelmcken suggested that 
the nuitter bo referred to a special com- 
inittiui. Tlie Chairman apiiointed the 
committee; Messrs. Hayward. Helmc- 
ken and Wilson being placed on it. 

Gnly two cominuiiications were sub- 
mitted, one from Mrs. Walkem, stating 
that it was her intention to take charge 
of the Maison de Santo for the women's 
home on l'"ebruary 1. This action was 
favored by the board. 

The pay list for January, amouuting 
to .$505.^5, was paised and oi-dered to be 
paid. 

The Chairman drew attention to the 
inactivity and general apathy of the vis- 
iting committees, whose members were 
apt to forget or neglect their duty. He 
thought that it would be better were this 
constituted a standing committee. 

Mr, Crimp, a committee man, stated 
that he hacl visited the hospital twice 
during the past month and had found 
nothing wanting excejjt a few trilling 
things. The medical man in charge in- 
formed him that he ivculd see the chair- 
man. 

I\lr. Alex. Wilson said that if mem- 
bers of cominiltees did not perform their 
duty it was their own fault. He did not 
believe in taking away the power of tbe 
board and ]>lacing it in tbe hands of a 
few of its menibers. .Ul that was re- 
quired to straighten out tiie present lin- 
ancial dilliculties of the board was a lit- 
tle more money to pay bills. 

Jlr. Brown agreed with the chairman. 
Ho tliought after the ('onfused way in 
which tlie last general accounts had 
been submitted to the board that a fin- 
ancial standing committee, at least, 
should bo appointed. 

I\Ir. Yates believed in the appointment 
of a committee of ways and means, and 
thought the city should pay .'f8, 000 an- 
nniUly to the ho.spital instead of .$5,000 
as now. The extra demand iqion the 
city could be met by ihe saving whic;h 
would be ell'ected liy combining the iso- 
lation lios))ital witli the main institu- 
tion. Mr. Yates drew tbe attention of 
the board to the complaint of the Medi- 
cal .\ssociation against the manner in 
which jiaying [latieuts were taken out of 
their e:ire when sent to the hospital. 

After further discussion Mr. Hayw-ard 
said he thought his views were pretty 
well known, they being quite in accord 
with those of the chair. He spoke of 
. . I tbe way in which the board was going 
"'"^ I liehiiKriinaneially. It was time to do 
sometliing now. .\t present it was 
rather disagreeable to be a member of 
the lioaril in view of tbe jiiessing linan- 
cial demands. .An <'stiinateof tbcMMin- 
niiig exjieiises of tbe hosjdtid should be 
jiossessed by tbe board atul aliided l)y. 

Mr. Dwyer was in favor of standing 
coiiimitlces. and woiihl Wka to see all 
bills paid at the eiid of (jacli ye;!r, TiMi- 
ders for coiitiacts, now olfiu'eil by the 
board, were naturally high, for tlie ten- 
derer always calculated on the length of 
time be bad to wait for bis pay. .Mr. 
Dwyer spoke of tlu^ aiiiioyaiice of having 
crc'ditors (Inn members of tbe board. 

.Mr. HChudley read a financial state- 
ment of the hospital, after which a gen- 
eral disctission as to the board's assets 
and liabilities followed. Finally the fol- 
lowing motion, offered by J. S. Yates 
and seconded by Mr. Brown, was 
ado]ited; "That a (•oiiiiiiittee be ap- 
pointed to consider the ways and ineans 
of defraying the expenses of the hosjiital 
for the year IcS'.Mi and report back to Ibis 
hoard, said committee to consist of 
Messrs. Hayward, Crinip.l iwyer, I lidmc- 
ken and Wilson.

The following niinutt- of the provur 
cial executive council, read in the Icgis 
lature yesterday, showH the haaia iiiwn 
.■which it is desired to secure tlie removal 
of the Songltees Indians from the re 
serve in this city. The Dominion gov- 
ernment do not wish to act upon this 
suggestion until tlie ownership of the 
Indian lands is determined by the 
courts : 

Victoria, Sth March, 1895 
On a tneinorandum dated the 4th day 
of February, 1S!)5, from the Hon. the 
rrovincial Secretarjr reporting on tlie 
advisability of coming to some under, 
standing with the tribe of Songheesin 
dians wno are settled on a reserve in the 
heart of the city of Victoria with a view 
to removing them from the temptations 
and demoralizing influences of a large 
city to a more appropriate location, and 
at the same time to place tlio land uixm 
whicli tliey now reside at the tliaposal of 
the Provincial (;overnment in order that 
it may be more suitably occupied, states 
aa followe : 

Tlie said triljo of Indians were settle 
upon the laud in (luestion at tlie time of 
the (K'l'ujiation oi tlie country liy the 
Ihulson's I!ay Coinpany. Tlio only 
agreement tiiey have to show, v;hich en 
titled them to tlio use of the land, is one 
made between the Kosampson tribe and 
the Hudson's Bay Co., as follows : 

[The agreement, given in full, 
dated 30th April, 1830, and surrenders 
to the IJ. U. Co. the lands therein men- 
tioned, upon this condition : "The con 
dition of our understanding of this sale 
is this, that our village sites and en- 
closed fields are to be kept for our own 
use, for the use of our children and 
those who may follov/ after us ; and the 
land shall he properly surveyed there- 
after."] 

It will 1)0 observed that this agree- 
ment surrenders " entirely and forever 
* * * the whole of the lands," etc., 
etc., and it afterwards recites tlio con 
dition that certain portions, iiicludiuj 
the present Songhees reserve in the city 
of victoria, shall "he kei)t for our own 
use, for the use of our children and foi 
those who may follow after us." No 
fee simple of rlie land is given; it 
merely reserved for the use of the s 
Indians. 

By the 13th article of the Terms 
Union between the Province of British 
Columbia and the Dominion of Canada, 
it states " the trusteeship and the man 
agement of the lands reserved 
for their (the Indians') use and benefit 
shall be assumed by the IDoniinion <: 
eminent. ■' .Sub-section 5 of section 2il 
ol the liritish Xorth America act gi 
to the Province of British Columbia the 
management and sale of public lan<ls 
belonging to tlie Province. 

TherelVye as the fee simple of the 
.Songljees reserve is vested in the Prov- 
ince of Uritish Columbia through the 
.crown and the said reserve of land is 
conveyed to the Dominion of Canada in 
trust for the use of the said Indians, it 
follows that, if the Province can come to 
an agreement with the said Indians, that 
t hey shall remove to another tract of 
land which would be conveyed by the 
Province to the Dominion m trust for 
the said Indiana, and that if the Domin- 
ion shall then release the present Song- 
hees reserve to the f^rovince of British 
■Columbia, the wliole of the disadvan 
ta'j;es and inconvenience of the present 
location ol the .'^oiigliees reserve in the 
heart of the city of Vi(!toria will be 
removetl to the satisfaction of all parties 
From information received hy tlie Pro- 
vincial government it is anticipate! 
that the .Songhees Indiana would be 
willing to treat for terms of their re- 
moval to another location on the follow- 
ing basis : 

1. The obtaining of 0-10 acres, more or 
leas, m Metchosiu district, sections 52, 
58, ()0, tn , (i2, <)() and part of 51» and (iM, 
two hundreil ("JOD) ai-res of which is or 
lias been under cultivation, liigether 
with buiMiiigs, barns, elc, also about 
,S0 acres of section il.", giving an e.\( 
lent frontage on )!ec;clier bay, well 
sbeltercil and which abuts on a favorite 
fishing grounil of Indians Ix'tween Mc- 
toria and the West Coast, and is distant 
by road from Victoria eighteen or twenty 
miles and by water ten miles. 

2. That nil improvements of each 
Indian of full age. or widow of Iniliaii 
on the Songhees reserve, lie valued o: 
a fixed liate by t,hree persons rejiresciit 
ing tl,ie federal government, tlie local 
govornineiit and the Indians. 

3. That tliree-liiths of the value of tbi 
improvements be paid on a fixed date, 
after valuation and removal, in cash, 
tlie remaining two-fifths to he laid out 
in purchasing lumber and delivering on 
the reserve free of cost. 

4. That after improvements have been 
valued anil certified to by the Indians in 
writint;, or in the event of an absentee 
hy his two " tillicums," he, she or lliey 
he allowed to remove from oil' said re- 
serve that ])ortion of said inijirovoiiumtH 
they may reiiuire,but said removal must 
he within ninety days from the date of 
the payment of the said three-fifths, 

5. That the funds receivable as rents 
and now to tlie credit of said reserve In- 
dians (ajijiroximaling to $11,000) bearing 
interest, be utilized in purchasing live 
stock, imjilements, erection of school 
for new reserve, etc. 

(i. That in two or three known cases 
of Songhees Indians who have shown 
thrift by steady labor at a tratle in the 
city, a suitable lot or more should be cdi- 
taiiied for each of them in the neiglibor- 
hood of Rock Bay on which they could 
build, the Dominion government under- 
taking to |pay the taxt!S, 

7. That [jrovision shall be made for 
the removal of the Indian dead from the 
present reserve. 

It is prpposed that a formal meeting 
of th^ executive council together with 
the chief and headsmen of tlie Songhees 
Indians, and the Superintendent of In- 
dian AfTaira, on the part of the Dominion 
government, be held at an early date for 
the purpose of discussing the terms of 
removal on tiie aforesaid basis, or for 
Any other suitable location which may 



be thought advisable and. coming to a 
decision thereon. , . j-^' 

The Provincial government to ' bear, 
the whole expense attendant on the re- 
moval of the s'aid Indians wjth .the exr 
ception of the taxes named in section 6 
of the ))roposed agreement. 

The cnnimittee of council concur with 
the statements contained in this memor- 
andum and ailvise that it be adopted as 
the expression of the views of the gov- 
(?rnuient as to the best method of effect- 
ing a settlement of this inii)ortant (juea- 
tion which so materially allects the in- 
terests of the city of Victoria. 

The committee further advise that a 
copy of this minute, if approved, be for- 
warded to the Hon. the Secretary of 
State, and to the Superintendent Gen- 
eral of Indian AiTairs.

instructions they had received, and ac- 
cording to the opinions that the govern- 
ments of those colonies held and main- 
tained, the resolution would have been 
carried. I don't hesitate to say that if 
Canada does justice to herself and sends 
to tlie congress to he held next June, 
Huch a representation as she ought to 
send,and charged to uphold this policy, I 
have no doubt that the resolution will 
be handsomely carried." Sir Charles 
then spoke of the Intercolonial Confer- 
ence that was held at Ottawa in June, 
18'J4, and, having read the resolutions 
passed thereat, he said: " Those are the 
instructions that I trust the boards of 
trade, irrespective of party complexion, 
will give to their delegates from one end 
of this wide Dominion to the other to 
]Kiss at the great congress of the cluuii- 
ijcrs of commerce of the Ijiujiire to be 
hokl in , I line next. If they do, I have 
no hesitation in saying that I believe 
that policy will be triuinpliantly adopt- 
ed, and the effect upon the public mind 
and ujion the government of JCngland 
will be one of which you will have no 
reason to complain. The Right Hon. 
Joseph Chamberhiin has taken up, with 
great zeal and his accustomed ability, 
the (|ue3tion of how best to promote 
trade between tlio United Kingdom and 
the outlying portions of the Empire. A 
despatch has been sent to all the colo- 
nies inviting them to give suggestions 
and to point out how best to promote

between thecolonies and the inothercoun- 
try ; but I believe that Jlr. Chamberlain 
will search long and far before he will 
find any means half so effective to ac- 
com])lisli the thing he has in view as the 
adojition of the pi'inciple placed on 
record bytiie Intercolonial Conference.'' 
.Some people, said Sir Charles, had the 
fully to argue that England's foreign 
trade was so much, and that her trade 
with her own iiossessions was so much 
smaller. He, however, believed that if 
preferential trade were adopted, the 
figures would be relatively ('iKinged. 
liecause I'higland adopted a jiol icy favor- 
ing her own colonies, depondencies" and 
possessions, that was no reason why 
foreign countries could, for a moment, 
have the slightest ground of complaint. 
But even a tluty of 10 jior cent, in favor 
of the colonies was objected to hy some 
peojjle on the ground that it would bean 
abandonment oi the JMiglisli princiide 
of free trade, in reply to this. Sir 
Charles pointed out that (heat Britain 
now raises ,t20,000,000 of customs taxa- 
tion, and quoted a letter in wliich Lord 
Salisbury stated his opinion that prefer- 
ential duties in favor of the colonies 
could not*properly be described under 
the term protection. Sir Charles went 
on to discuss the suiiject of the

arrangements and continued "if Eng- 
land says to Germany and Belgium, we 
are simply anxious to eliminate this 
colonial cause that prevents our having 
the same oj)i)ortiinity of treating British 
colonists in our own tlependencies in the 
aanie way that every other country 
treats, with more favorable considera- 
tion, its colonists, and, if you will con- 
sent to that modification, we will leave 
the remainder of the treaty as it is. Tbj 
interests that Belgium and Germany 
have in the other jiortions of the treaty 
are so great that I bel'.evi; that tiriii 
action on the part of Iter Majesty's 
government would have great ellect, and 
that the difiiculties in the way of nrefer- 
ential trade between Great Britain anil 
her colonies would be remfived." 

Ho continued to speak of the 
growth of the sentiment in 
favor of preferential trade and 
concluded a masterly speech as follows; 
•'The imjiortance of England depending 
for fruit aud meat on importations from 
abroad, and the importance of her hav- 
ing half a continent here, within five 
days sail, and easily protected by her 
Ih-et, be-iiig able to furnish at an early 
date all the products that Ihiglaiid 
would rei|uire, is a thought brought out 
in the Saturday Review, and it is one 
which is going to carry to the minds ol 
the English in a way that nothing else 
can, the vital iinjiortance of uniting the 
.Mother Coiintrv and her colonies, and 
of her looking to the devidopiiu'iit of the 
outlying jiortions of her Kiiiiiire in order 
to maintain that domiiiatinL; position 
we are all so proud to know that she ])os- 
scsaes to-day, and which,! believe, wise 
arrangements in connection with her im- 
perial possessions will enable her to oc- 
cupy ill a grander and more important 
degicc in the"future." (Loud apjilause.)

j\Iii. Swoitn ieHnnie.d the debate on the 
address in reply to the ]jieutenaiit-Gov- 
ernor's speech. He disputed the state- 
ment in the speech that the terms of the 
last loan show an improvement in the 
credit of the province, and made compu- 
tations based upon the price of former 
loans in support of liia contention. 

The .address was then read from the 
chair and agreed to. 

SOXUIIKKS IXniAN ItESEItVE. 

Mk. n Ki.MCKEN moved : " Whereas re- 
Bolutiona have at various times 
been - passed by the legislature 
of tlie Provinco of British Ool- 
anibia in jjarliament assembled, 
urging u])on the Dominion government 
the desirability of obtaining the removal 
of the Songhees tribe of Indians from 
the reserve to some suitable locality; 
and wliercas it is highly desirable that 
ellective steps be taken to accomplish 
the object aforesaid : Be it resolved. That 
a respectful addrosa be presented to His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor to re- 
ipiest the Doniiiiion government's con- 
sent to refer theipiestion of removal and 
settlement, to a sjiecial commission con- 
sisting of three coniniiasioners, one to be 
appointed by the Dominion government, 
one to h(^ api>i)iiited by His Honor the 
Liontoiiiint-Giivcrnor, and the two so 
apjioiiited to agree upon a third, and in 
the event of the two so appointed being 
unable to agree upon tlie third, some 
member of the Supreme Court of liritisli 
Coluinbia shall be the third commis- 
sioner." 

Mn. t3K.MLi.s' doubted the expedicncyof 
this step, because the Dominion govern- 
ment are the gimrdians of the Indians 
and would be more likely to take some 
action themselves without the appoint- 
ment of a commission. 

Hon. Mk. Eisbrts explained that 
this matter wits dealt with by an order- 
in-couiieil passed on the 9th of March 
last, and forwarded to the Dominion 
government. .Subseiinently it was re- 
ported Iroiii Naiiainio tliatthe Dominion 
goveriiineiit had granted to one Thomas 
Lee Jones a lease of certain rights on 
the Indian reserve there, and the Pro- 
vincial governnieiitliad protested against 
this as ail invasion of Provincial rights. 
A case based upon this matter is now in 
course ot jneparation and will be sub- 
mitted to the .Sii|ireme court at Ottawa 
for a decision. [Jntil that decision is 
given the Dominion government will not 
do anything in the matter of tiie Song- 
hees reserve. The iwint in dispute in 
the Nanaimo case is whether the Do- 
minion government control' the coal 
rights, etc., oh Indian reserves, or 
whether these come under the sole jur- 
isdiction of the Province. 

!JIn. llt'.vrKit did not see how the Song- 
hees reserve matter would be affected 
l>y the decision to be given in the case 
of the Xaii:iiiiio coal rights. \Vhatever 
the proposeil coniiuissioners may do 
there is, it si'cnied to him, only one way 
to get the Iiiilians off the reserve, and 
that is by their own consent. The only 
wav to get tills is to pay thoui. 

Dii. AV.M.KE.M favored the resolution. 

Hon. Con. JJ.vker took the view ex- 
j>i'ease(.l by Mr. Hunter. He told of an 
interview he had had. with Premier 
Bowell, at Ottawa last spring, when the 
Premier contended that the fee simple to 
the Indian lands is lield by the Domin- 
ion government; whereas tlie position 
taken by the Provincial government is 
that the lands are held by the Dominion 
siui|ily in trust for the Imlians. The 
p:irtie.s will have to go to the c-ourts to 
delude wliere the fee simple actually 
rests. To show the iioaition of affairs 
he read the latest orders-in-council at 
Victoria and at Ottawa. 

Mir. 11 i:i,.MCiv>:.N' reviewed the action he 
had taken in this matter hist session, 
when from tiiue to time he hail ipies- 
tioned the goveriuiicnt as to their intcui- 
tions in the matter, and had been in- 
formed that negotiations were shortly to 
be ojKMied with the Indians. Heumhu'- 
stood that the Indians are perfectly will- 
ing to remove if they can be placed in a 
favorable position elsewliere. He be- 
lieved that there is available a property 
which will satisty the Songhees quite as 
well aa tlie present reserve. What the 
city of Victoria deiiiands is that the mat- 
ter shall he promptly and boldly dealt 
with, and he fi^lt that tin; referenct: to 
the .'Supreme court may be only a (k'vice 
lo gain time, lie \vislie<l instead of go- 
ing to i;i)Urt to take the coiiimon sense 
middle courseuf having thi^ (!oiiiiiiission- 
ers a|)pointed. Now that we have a 
representative «f this ))rovince in the 
caljiiiet at t)ttawa he thought we could 
lint do better than place the matter in 
his hands after having passed this reso- 
lution. 

Ho.v. Col. B-VKi-U! said the reipiestcon- 
Lained in the resolution has already been 
made in effect in the order in council 
and refused. 

Mh. RiTHB'r heartily supported the 
resolution. The question, he pointed out , 
is one in which the citizens of Victoria 
have been v(!ry much inter<;Fted for 
iiiaiiy years, aiicl it is now laiite time 
that it was set tied. lOven if this action 
will be repeating what has been done 
before, lie thought thitt the house should 
go on re]ieating its action every year 
until soiiiethiiig is accoin])li8lied , 

Mh. ]5oorii thought that to accejit the 
proposition would do more harm than 
good, as it would ))lace the ilis|)osition 
of these lands in the hands of commis- 
sioners over whom the house would liave 
no control, instead of leaving it with the 
provincial government who are con- 
trolled by the house. 

Ho.s-. Mil. PooLKY said that as a memr 
ber for an ailjoiniiig district he was as 
anxious as aiiyono to have the Indians 
removed, aa t fiey ;u e a great disadvan- 
tage to the neighborhood and their posi- 
tion results in injury to themselves, 
liut lie strongly objected to their re- 
iiiov.ll if the Dominion government are 
to take to themselves tlie right to the 
fee simple of the lands. He held that 
the fe(i Hini])le, when the lands cease to 
be used bv the Indians, becomes the 
property of the Provincial government, 
though the Dominion government very 
positively assert the contrary. lie sug- 
gested the withdrawal , of the resolu- 
tion. 

Mk. Hblmcke.v inquired when was 
the Songhees case submitted to the 
court. 

Hon. Mr. Ebebtb replied that nothing

with respect to the Songhees reserve has 
been submitted. After the dispute arose 
as to the coal rights in connection with 
the Nanaimo reserve, the ]>)miiiioii gov- 
ernment passed an order-in-council de- 
claring that as the matter>of the fee sim- 
ple to the reserves generally will be de- 
cided in the coal case, nothing will be 
done in the Songhees matter until that 
decision is given. 

Mu. \Vii,i.i.\MS recognized the import- 
ance of having the fee siinpleeHtahlislied 
before doing anything, as whichever 
government holds the fee must jjrovide 
the other ianda. 

Mn. KiTCiiKK told of reserves along 
the P'raser river held by Indians who 
would be better otl' if the laiuls were sold 
and the interest on the money thus de- 
rived were used for their benefit. 

Mit. RooEUS instanced reserves held 
idle in the Chilcotin valley greatly to its 
disadvantage. As evidence of the adapt- 
ability of that valley for aettleinent, he 
said that some of the young Indian 
women on the reserves "there are the 
most beautiful he has ever seen. 

Mu. S.Mii u said there are in Lillooet 
district also unused reserves which 
should be acquired from the Indians. 

Mu. Graham, as evidence of the wil- 
lingness of the Indians to remove from 
one reserve to another, said that in his 
section a chief not long ago circulatt'd a 
petition for the removal of bis tribe. 

Mr. Kei.i.ie remarked that there ap- 
pears to be a disposition to ;nit the In- 
dians on the inai-cli in every jjart of the 
province, and he hoped they would have 
some more permanent rights in the 
hapj)y hunting grounds of the future. 

Mr. Kk.nneov reminded the liouse 
that there are wdiite men also holding 
unoccupied land and keeping it from 
settlement. 

The resolution was then carried on a 
show of hands. 

HEI'I.EVIN ACT, 

Mit. l')iii:i!TS moved the second reading 
of the bill to amend the re|devin act. 
This gives the sheriff the right to enter 
and search iireiiiises when he has 
reasonablesuspicion that gooda which he 
wishes to recover are 'iMntained there, 
and also reduces the notice which he 
must give from '21 hours to 4 liours. 

Bill read a second time, after discus- 
sion.

Lloyds' Surveyor Reports the Ship Fast 
Breaking Up and Past Salvage. 

News confirmatory of that obtained 
by wire to the ed'ect that tlie wrecked 

Janet Cowan is fast breaking up, was 
received yesterday on the return of the 
steam schooner Misehief from the wreck. 
The Mischief, carrying D. Cartmel, 
Lloyds' surveyor, left here on Thursday 
morning, but on Thursday evening had 
to put back into Clallam bay for shelter, 
and there found the ealmoii bark Silver- 
jiow aniung other vessels. >lie reached 
the Cowan ('arly in the aftern(^ion of 
the next day and anchored 
about two hundred yards distant from 
the wreck. A very heavy surf was run- 
ning and, though a boat was lowered, it 
was fouiifl iinpoHsibie to go ashore, 
where there were several persons wi(li 
\v!ioni,oii account of the roar of the 
In-eakers, it was alinosl imjK.i-sible to 
communicate. It was seen, however, 
that the vessel was rapidly going to 
])ieces an<l that there was nothing about 
her worth saving. Tlie Mischief was 
further delayed by iiaving to run fox 
Barclay Sound for shelter from a lieavy 
easterly gale.

LIFE SENTENCE FOJl MURDER. 

An Argentine Army Chaplain's Slayer 
Discovered and Convicted.

May God 
bless you. I am a native of Peru!" It 
\vaa concluded that the dead man's

I days afterwards, wlien the ofli- 
cials of the Arfientiue lojrition, 
,^euui having; been chief ebaplain in the 
Argentine army, identilied the dead 
man and told tho Dolieehis })ro])ername. 
It svas fountl that an nnidentilietl man 
had forged Segui's signatnre to a draft 
for £500 nnd li.id obtained the money 
from u bank in Havre. It was, how- 
over, months afterwards before Eobello 
was arrested iit Tonlon for taking part in 
a brawl. He was personating Gabriel 
Segui at the time, and has been proved 
to have been Segui's murderer.

CITY POLICE AFFAIRS 



Somewhat Severely Criticised, In- 
directly Ho-weyer, by the 
Board of Aldermen. 



Important llesohitions Laid Over by 
Lajjt Night's Special Council 
Meeting. 



Before the city council proceeded to 
the consideration of the business that 
constituted the occasion for their meet- 
ing, last evening. Aid. Partridge 
sought and obtained permission 
to address himself brielly to a mat- 
ter of privilege. He referred to the 
contents of a letter appearing in the 
Evening Times — a letter which bore the 
signature of "Ratepayer," but whose 
author was in his (Aid. Partrige's) 
opinion not far from the council board. 
In the concluding paragiajih of his let- 
ter this correspondent said: "I was 
surprised and disgasted at the course 
pursued by Aid. Partridge in r^ard to 
salaries of water collectors. To-night's 
voting will be watched with interest by 
mysorf and others as impartial lookers- 
on and who have no a.'ce to grind, and 1 
trust family interests will bo ])Ut aside 
and justice and the welfare of the city 
only be considered." 

"Had that letter not a|>peared," 
added Aid. Partridge,"! should cer- 
tainly have refrained from voting ujion 
.Vld. Marcliant's resolution when it is 
brought forward. Now, however, it is 
my intention whether or not it is a 
family matter to not only vote on the 
(piestion but to discuss it to thu very 
best of my ability." 

Ai.D. MAitciiA.N'T at once took occasion 
to repudiate aiiy implied connection be- 
tween himself and the authorship of the 
letter and later in the evening asked 
that the consideration of the resolution 
be deferred until the next regular meet- 
ing of the board, this being agreed to. 

Ai.n. Mac.milla.v, after fully explain- 
ing the causes which liad led hiiu to 
present the resolution, and pointing out 
that the object sought was to meet 
])ossible deficit without the excessive 
taxation of improvements, moved: 

"That whereas, because of the jiro- 
jiosed reduction in the assessed value of 
property for the present year, the rates 
as now ])rovi(led for will not furnish suf- 
ficient revenue for all civic purposes, be 
it resolvccl that tlie council j)etition the 
legislature to so enact that the rate on 
real estate be increased to 20 mills on 
the dollar to provide for the deficiency." 

Ai.i). Ca.mkuo.n, whose iianieappiared 
as that of the seconder of this resolu- 
tion, explained that while its wording 
did not meet with his entire approval 
he had seconded the motion in order 
that the subject dealt with might be 
brought fairly before the board. He 
should have preferred to have had the 
consideration of this matter deferred 
until the estimates liad been di.sposed 
of, as the council would tlien be able to 
act intelligently, knowing the amount of 
revenue available ami the probable ex- 
penditure to be provideil for. He also 
took exception to the specific amount of 
-11 mills being mentioned in the ix'so- 
lutioii as it was; he would have 
preferred to have seen "_'0 mills 
mentioned as a maximum, 
not to be taken advantage of 
unless absolutely necessary. If tlie law 
and circumstances made necessary the 
lowering of the assessed value of land, 
the only way to make up the necessary 
revenue was by increasing the rate ; the 
intention w%8 not to.make the taxation 
higher than usiial, ljut to readjust it 
upon the basis of reduced assessment 
values. 

Alii. IlrMi'iiHKV moved in ameiidiueiit 
that the consideration of the subject 
dealt with be det'erred until the esti- 
mates were laid before the council. The 
lioanl would then he able to jrroeecd 
with a clear understanding of the neces- 
sities of the city. This amendment 
found a seconder in Aid. tihjver, who 
also considered the resolution prema- 
ture. 

Ald. M.iuciiANT thought tiiat sooner

or later the council would come 
to tho point indicated by Aid. Mac- 
millim's resolution; in any event, 
it was wisdom to ■ obtain the 
power to meet a possible emergency. 
He. too, disapproved of the wording of 
the resolution, but as it merely provided 
for a possible contingency he would sun- 
port it. He believed that there should 
be no limit to the taxation by any coun- 
cil during the current year of its exist- 
ence. 

His 'WoifSjiii', in reference to the 
available income of the city, pointed out 
that in Victoria the personal jn-operty 
tax and the income tax were still c:ol- 
lecteil by the provincial government. 
In his opinion they should come into 
the city treasury, and he suggested that 
the council apply to the government lor 
the transfer of these revenues to the city 
in view of the increased financial obliga- 
tions imposed upon the city. He also 
held that an increase of the per capita 
griuit for education was due to the city 
from the province and advised tliat the 
subject by incjuired into. 

The discussion here terminating, Aid. 
Humphrey's amendment to defer con- 
sideration of the subject dealt with in 
the resolution until the estimates should 
have been brought.down was adopted on 
a division of 6 to 8, Aid. Macinillan, 
Marchant and Cameron voting in the 
negative. 

Ai.n. ^Iacmii.i.a.n speaking to a point 
of order maintained that Aid. Hmn- 
])hrey's motion was a substantive one 
and could not proi)erly be dealt with as 
an amendment. The Mayor ruled other- 
wise, and Akl. Macinillan thereujion 
subsiiled with the remark : 

" Well that's iKirlianieiitary procedure 
such as I have never heard of." 

" It isiiiiite possible, .Md. .Macinillan," 
His Worship blandly responded, " that 
you will have the opportunity of becom- 
mt: acquainted with many points of 
order hero which you have not hereto- 
fore been familiar with." 

"It would seem so," was tbC alder- 
man's comment, and the consideration 
of Aid. Marchant's police resolution was 
next taken up. This was seconded by 
.\1(1. Glover and read as follows : 

" That the (lolice commiHsioners bere- 
spei'tfully requested to obtain from the 
cliief of police the following information : 
A detailed list of the duties of the chief 
of ])oliee, sergeants and constables in 
the )iay of the corporation, gaiil duties 
to include the hours and location of the 
policemen's beats, together with a copy 
of the instructions, if any, given to each 
officer on the force." 

Tho mover briefly explained that his 
oliject was to gain information — that and 
nothing more. Constant and repeated 
comjjlaints as to the mismanagement of 
this branch of the Civic work prompted 
the iiKiuiry. 

(ii.ovicit thought the information 
Bought no more than the council had a 
right to bo put in possession of. Hence 
he had seconded the resolution and would 
vote for it. 

Ald. PABTRinoE did not see that any- 
thing was to be gained by the passage of 
such a resolution. He was certain that 
if any of the aldermen would go to the 
Cliiefof Police or to the police coiiuuis- 
sioners or either of them, be could ob- 
tain all the inforiiiatioii desired in five 
minutes. He held that it was far from 
desirable to make public as projiosed 
tho details of the working of the police 
force. 

Ald. Macsiillan supported the pro- 
posal, many i umors having come to his 
ears of violations of the law, of which tho 
police were cognizant. Gambling dens 
and Chinese lotteries were it was said 
permitted to flourish undisturlied, 
and it surely was not too much 
for the council to ask where the 
jiolice are, under these circumstances. 
If police were on duty in the Jocalities 
infested by the gambling rooms it was 
certain that they were either incapable 
or worse. iMiher they were incompe- 
tent, or else they were managed in such 
a way that tiiey were unwilling to deal 
with viohitioria of the law. The time had 
come for till suspicions as to the iiiteg- 
ritv of the force to be removed. If iin- 
wifling to do their duty or incapable of 
])erforming it, the policemen now em- 
ployed were not the right men ; be in- 
clined, however, to the opinion that the 
force contained good men, if only they 
were properly handled and directed. 

Alo. Camkhon did not believe in 
asking for details of the work- 
ing of a department as proposed 
in this motion; it the sys- 
tem was at. fault, attack it. 
Thret! or four years ago the managonieiit 
of the ])olice department was taken out 
of the liands of the council and vested 
in a commission, to consist of tho Mayor, 
Police Magistrate ami County Court 
judge. (■[) to date the AMctori^ police 
coininisssion had been incomplete, ;i 
third commissioner not having been ap- 
|)ointed. He (juestioncd if the change 
liad been beneficial; personally he 
thought that the nolice should be under 
the direct control of the council. Ho 
would vote for the resolution, as it was 
plainly evident that the present man- 
agement of the polici^ was not satisfac- 
tory to Victoria's citizens. 

Ai.D. Wilson thought that the reply 
to be looked for from the cominisKionera 
in the event of this resolution carrying 
was " Mind your own business." He 
did not think tluit the details of police 
duty askeel for should he given to the 
board ; but as, on the other hand, he 
did not think for a moment that they 
would be given, ho would not oppose the 
moti(ni. 

The resolution carried. 

Tlie annual loan by-law having been 
introduced by Aid. WiUiams, passed its 
first reading, and the assessment roll 
by-law was re-considered and finally 
adopted. The last item of businefiK for 
tho evening was in the form of a letter 
from the City Solicitor, which the Clerk 
read as follows :
